What Itally coutila b how lip acijults hlinsrlf ' 
durlnd the few moments, dnys, ycnn lie ilocn 
live diirlns conflict. 

"And BO, If ftnd when you do cii|;n(ie your.telt 
in conflict, do not wule a moment or thouHtit 
tn preaorvlnE your own life. Imlend, see how 
tnvich you cm\ accotnpWslv lor your own cause, 
how ctttmly nnd cournBeDiuly you may do your 
task, be that Krral or small . : ." 
A few days after the editorial appeared, 
the Tlmc3-Ncw3 received an anonymou.s let- 
ter. from a mother who merely signed herself 
as "A Reader." Her brief comment fplIow.i: 

."I don't believe wiy motlier ever wrote Ihiit 
letter; It'i Just propnannda like a lot oF the 
other ilutf you have In^our column. I nm a 
mother and * loyal American, and I wouldn't 
UTitO like that to my son. 1 don't leel that way 
and I don't believe any oUicr mother doM if 
'•he u-M Honest enoURh to any. so." 

Ordinarily, we do not concern our.'iDlvcs 
with anonymous letters for rea-son-i that are 
obvious. Nor would wc accuse this unknown 
contributor of being Insincere In her) belief 
that mothers generally would write no such 
letters to their sons In the service. But when 
she branded the original letter and our edi- 
torial comment as "Just propngandn like n 
lot of the other stuff you have In youi; 
column," It afforded MS an Ideal opportunity 
to demonstrate to" all who_are quick to crltl- , 
clze the newspapers, that editors generally are ! 
conscientious and take -great pride In the 
veracity ol their statement— even though 
at times they, like everyone else, make mis- 
takes, 

Not that It was particularly Important, 
but merely to prove our point, wc started 
a long chain of correspondence which hn.s 
finally 'resulted In a letter from -the War 
Department. Fort Amador. Canal Zone, bear- 
ing the Qftlclal seal -Of Capt. -J. M. WlngMe, 
army examiner. Pointing out that the origi- 
nal letter first appeared In the Panama Coast 
Artillery News, the official communication 
reads In part as- follows: 

"The mother concerned Is Mrs. BarUett antl 
her son, Sergeant Bartlett of the Panama 
coast ortUlery command. Is stationed right 
here at Fort Amador. The last words of her 
letter wore: 'As to. the rest, If It be God's will, 
you 'Win UV6 on, as did your great-grand- 
fttther In the Civil war. If riot — we will all be 
gone In another half century, more or less"." 

Significantly, the letter from the War de- 
partment adds: 

Maybe this Indignant mother can't under- 
;tand Mrs. Bartlett. but her (the former's) 
^ ndmothcr. If she was one of the pioneer 
women to cross the plains Tn a covered wagon, 
would understand. Those pioneer 'S/Omcn 
not only had the courage to sacrifice; they 
had fighting hearts not distorted by wishful 
emotions. iTes. Indeed, there are two kinds 
of courage. Some mothers have the courage 
to sacrifice, some to tell their sons to make 
the most of that sacrifice."
